N«»m York'** Pauper Demi. 

(From llw Sunday World.) 

During the year, there are in the 
city of New York about, six thousand 
unknown and pauper dead Committed 
to the city for burial. This gives a 
daily average of seventeen, but 
through the hot months the number 
is far greater. It. is not uncommon 
after a hot. duly day to see fifty 
bodies lying in the ' dead-house at 
Hellevue. which have been picked up 
by the ainbiilaiie.es about; the city. 
They are in most cases unknown per- 
sons. The number of sudden deaths 
about the streets has compelled the 
Hoard of Charities and Correction to 
employ a system to meet these sud- 
den calls from all directions, both 
and day. During the after- 
noon of a hot day there will frequent- 
ly be twenty-five ambulance calls 
within two hours — all requiring 

immediate attention. 

In a ease of sunstroke out of reach 
of a telephone, the delay formerly 
uied in such cases has been re- 
medied by a " lire call " system. Bl 
this method a policeman may step to 
the nearest tire alarm box and (di- 
graph an ambulance call which re- 
gitters in three hospitals, if the 
wagons at each of I lit* hospitals are 
disengaged, and they all answer the 
call, the patient is taken by the lirst 
ambulance that arrives otbea 

return to their posts.

'I at Uie rear of the a 
Each wagon is covered and painted 
black, witli the name of the hospital 



from which it comes and the word 
" ambulance " printed conspicuously 
outside. In front of the driver is a 
largo gong which is sounded to clear 
t,ho way before if, and its t mes are of 
equal authority with the gongs of the 
Kne Department. Each ambulance 
is equipped with a full set of surgical 

instruments and a medicine chest, 

bundles of lint, plasters, splints and 
bandages, all neatly stowed away 
under t hi' driver's seat. The iloor is 
covered with a soft mattress, on 
which the patient is laid, and on 
which he can be moved on arrival at 
the hospital without changing to a 
litter. 

t'A 1,1.1 Mi AN AMBULANCE. 

At the hospital, the ambulance 
stands in readiness night and day. 
When a call is sent in, the driver 
mounts his box-, drives to the front 
of the building, where the surgeon in 
charge is in readiness, having full 
information of the direction of the 
call. The surgeon lakes his seat and 
the horse is urged forward with the 
utmost speed. On arrival at the des- 
tination, the driver dismounts and 
assists the surgeon in placing the 
patient in the ambulance, and then 
without delay, returns to the hospital. 
Meanwhile the surgeon makes a natty 
diagnosis and applies the proper 
restoratives. The patient is taken 
from the ambulance at the hospital 
and assigned to a ward. A second 
examination is now held and the 
case carefully treated. If the patient 
dies lie is. after the proper tests to 
establish the fact beyond doubt, laid 
out upon a covered stretcher and re- 
moved to the dead-house if his name 
is known. Otherwise tho body is 
laid in the Morgue. 

In addition to the ambulances, the 
city owns two dead-wagons which, 
liko the ambulances, are in readiness 

at all times to answer calls. The 
iload-wagon resembles in appearance 
the ambulance, but, is m charge 
driver who, instead of the medical 
supplies, carries four sizes of coffins, 
to accommodate an infant, a child, a 
woman or a large-sized man, as the 
case may be. 

The driver ascertains the street and 
number of the house ho is to visit 
and hastens to the spot. He next 
makes sure of the number and size 
of the bodies lo be cared for, and 
takes from the wagon a, suitable 
coffin. After placing the body in 
the coffin he transfers if to the dead- 
house. The localities visited by the 
dead- wagons are manly the most des- 
perate in the city. But the body may 
be in the attic of a tcnement-hoi, 
the street, beside a railroad (rack or 
tloating in the river. The bodies art 
frequently in an advanced sta 
decomposition, rendering it an mi- 
nt task to remove them. And 
often when the body is in the river 
or badly mutilated/it is a ditlicult as 
well as unpleasant matter to secure 
the remains. Tiie drivers have bo 
run the risk of handling the remains 
of persons who have died of con- 
tagious diseases, and often meet re- 
volting scenes where the ignorant 
relatives of the deooatod have neglect- 
ed the proper observances upon Hie 
death of the person. 

The collins used by the city arc 
roughly made of unpinned spruce 
boards nailed together like boxes. 
They arc all made by I he prisoners at 
Hlaekwell's Island and brought to 
the Morgue on the convicts' steamer. 

AT Till'. MOKi 

The Morgue and the dead-house 
are usually confounded in the public 
mind. Hut they are distinct and 
each have their separate functions. 
Whenever a badly decern posed body 
is received, it goes to the dead-house', 
and all bodies that have been the re- 
quired time in the Morgue, together 
with those sent, bv their friends for 
public burial, tind their way to the 
dead house. The building is at. the 
foot, o Twenty-sixth 

within the Hellevue Hospital grounds. 

it is aboul long by to wide 

and lv feet. high. It, is loosely con- 
structed of boards and well ventilat- 
od. The building is on a pier. 
around and under which the waves 
of the Eatt River splash. It is both 
a storehouse for the rude coffins and 
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These slabs are slightly inclined 
wards the fool, and have a groove 
running along (he outer edge. About 
two feet above the head of each 
a spray of water from a hanging jet 
sprinkles the entire slab. On these 
slabs the remains of the unknown 
dead are placed, and the spray of 
water is allowed to sprinkle the body, 
running oil in the gutters at the 
dead. The Morgue is kept cool, and 
the bodies are held for identification 
as long as the weather permit. Next 
to the Morgue proper is a room of 
equal size with several smaller slabs. 
This room is used for Coroner's in- 
quests, for post-mortem examina- 
tio»s, dissecting and embalming. 
Very many of the eases which come 
to Hellevue Hospital are in such an 
advanced stage that the patient dies 
before a full understanding of the 
disease lias been gained. I'ndei 
these eirrumstances the Coroner 
orders an inquest to ascertain the 
causo of the death, and the hospital 
physicians further examine to ac- 
quaint themselves with the d 
The room is frequently used bj 
medical ttttdants for dissecting, the 
subjects being furnished them from 
the dead-house, according to the law 
of the State. 

The second story of the Morgue is 
occupied by the Wood Anatomical 
Museum, where may be "seen many 
human curiosities and monstro 
Every peculiar case that has come to 
Hellevue for t real men t. has been 
preserved for the museum. Either 
in tho original or easts of the original 
are shown the steps of development 
of all the complicated diseases, which 
have undergone treatment there.

Before the bodies are removed to 
the dead-house, they are photograph- 
ed and the negative preserved for 
friends, should any ever appear. 
There is a gallery of these pictures, 
numbering over sis hundred. I

hires, the dishevelled hair and bruised 
skin unite in producing a horrible 
effect. 

This system of photographing the 
unknown dead is tho invention (if the 
present Superintendent of Hellevue 
Hospital, and has proved invaluable 
to friends, who. after the lap 
months, Itavt been enabled to recog- 
nize the likenesses. In addition to 
this, the clothing is accurately noted, 
and the peculiarities of dress or per- 
son are carefully recorded in a book 
kept for the purpose. The clothing 
is removed from each body, and per- 
served for three months, together 
with whatever was found upon the 
person of ihe deceased. These bun- 
dles of clothes, with perhaps a ring or 
watch, have often served lo identify 
the owner long after the remain's 
hart been buried. The otlicer. in 
crnTrge of the Morgue, is required to 
keep an accurate account of tlu 
weight, color, sex, nationality 
general description of everybody that 
conies to the Morgue. The data is 
kept in the Morgue Hook, llei

At the time of his death he had work- 
ed longer than any one in (lie pro- 
fession'. It is nearly fifty years since 
he began to teach, and, with the e\ 
Caption Of not much over two years, 
every one of the fifty was actively de- 
voted to work. His life, like his work, 
wassinglo in its purpose ; his character 
simple, and broadly laid. His early 
residence in the south added to a 
naturally avta »;<...., .. horror of slavery, 
and abolitionism became a part of his 
creed. Tenacious in the extreme in 
all bis convictions, bis religious faith 
was tempered by singular breadth of 
view and gentleness. He was a 
beautiful Christian character in this. 
Holding firmly to bis own belief, be 
often spoke of denominational differ- 
erenoos a* simply tho scaffolding erect- 
ed by moil around the temple of God. 

Of his relations with the First, 
Presbyterian Church in tins city, the 
clerk writes : 

"Dr Maclntiro became a member of 
the First. Presbyterian Church of this 
city in 1852, and in 1853, by request 
of the congregation, be assumed the 
duties of ruling elder, to which office 
he had been previously elected. He 
was also a licensed preacher and oc- 
casionally occupiod the pulpit, during 
Rev. Mr. McC-Jung's pastorate, but 
was never ordait.ed. Through his 
whole connection with tho church un- 
til his removal, in 1879, to Michigan, 
bis activity was untiring in every par- 
ticular affecting either the temporal 
or spiritual welfare of tbe church. Its 
liberal contributions to the benevolent 
operations of tbe church at largo in 
thoso days were due in a great degree 
to his personal effort. Nor was the 
Pint Church individually loss indebt- 
ed to his efforts for the reputable con- 
dition of its own financial affairs. His 
talent, in this line became especially 
valuable when tbe congregation under- 
took the erection of its present house 
of worship. Much of the funds re- 
quired was secured hy his personal 
solicitation, andas a member of the 
Building Committee, iii conn, 
with his associate member, Mr. .lames 
W. Brown, he gave unwearied and al- 
most constant attention to every de- 
tail of the work. It is diMleiilt'now 
lo see how that important enterprise 
could have been so promptly carried 
through without his gratuitous and 
unselfish service. 

" His intimate knowledge of the 
law of his own church, its principles, 
precedents and spirit, was a feature of 
his religious ciiaracler. lie was 
times called "our ecclosiastical 
lawyer," and by his familiarity with 
that subject frequently facilitated the 
business of the church courts and was 
able to tbroiv light upon subjects that 
would otherwise have been dark and 
intricate. 

"On bis removal to Michigan the 
session of the church adopted resolu- 
tions setting forth its esteem of his 
high personal and religious character, 

its sense of the value of his sei 

Exalted as were the terms of th 

ion, they but frjebfc testified to 
the love and veneration m which he 
was held. On his return from 
Michigan, in 1S82, he again connected 
himself with this church, and thus 
fittingly closed his earthly life in the 
communion and fellowship of those 
for whose spiritual comfort and wel- 
fare he had labored so faithfully in 
former years." 

Dr. Maclntiro was married early in 
life. One daughter died in childhood. 
His wife and four daughters, Mrs. C. 
0, Foster, Mrs. Charles Marttmlale. 
Mrs. Morris Boss, and Mrs. Merrick 
F. Y niton, of St. Paul, survive him. 

lie returned to this city the latter 
part of duly, and since then the en- 
croachment of his disease was rapid 
and constant. 

To the last of consciousness one 
thing was remarked of him. His 
mind was on his work, and the only 
expression of regret *>« made was that 
he could not carry oh his work. And 
almost lo his dying day he was in his 
work, letters coming to him from va- 
rious parts of tbe country and Can 
ada, asking recommendations and 
specifications concerning deaf-mute 
affairs. His enditig was peaceful, 
sinking from day to day with appa- 
rently little pain : quietly ceasing to 
breathe as the heart lliit'lercd faintly 
to a stand-still. The remains will bo 
buried at Crown Hill j and the day of 
the funeral (to-morrow) will bo the 
forty second anniversary of his wed- 
ding day.
